EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on Mar. 10, 2009. 

Claims 1-24, 33-42, 49 and 51 have been amended. Claims 43-48, 57-63, 71, 75-77, 100, 
and 110-115 have been withdrawn. Claims 25-32, 50, 52-56, 64-70, 72-74, 78-99, 101-109 and 
116-131 have been canceled. Overall, claims 1-24, 33-42, 49 and 51 are pending in this 
application. 

Applicants' cooperation in correcting the informalities in the drawing and specification are 
appreciated. The substitute specification contains no new matter is also approved. Applicants' 
cooperation in amending the claims to overcome the claim objections relating to informalities as 
well as indefinite claim language is also appreciated. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1. The terminal disclaimer filed on Mar. 10, 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of any patent 
granted on Application Number 10/560,112 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 
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Election/Restrictions 

2. The election of the species of Figures 1-8 and 12-15 filed on Aug. 29, 2008 is 
acknowledged; however, rendered moot in view of the allowance of a generic claim 1. 
Accordingly, the restriction requirement mailed on Aug. 6, 2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view 
of the allowance of the generic claim 1, non-elected claims 43-48, 57-63, 71, 75-77, 100, and 
110-115 have been rejoined with their base claim. Claims 1-24, 33-49, 51, 57-63, 71, 75-77, 
100, 110-115 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-24, 33-49, 51, 57-63, 71, 75-77, 100, 110-115 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: the rotary compressor include a 
driving shaft that is rotatable in both a clockwise and counterclockwise direction, and having an 
eccentric portion of a predetermined size at an end thereof; and a plurality of suction and 
discharge ports communicate with the fluid chamber based on a rotational direction of the 
driving shaft for providing a different compression capacity depending on the rotational direction 
of the driving shaft. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
